Associate De^rrcs 

Ihe 13 University uf f;eiil:ueky coitiifiimilv colleiies cniiterred 1,M(] 
associate decrees in 197!;-?6. The I'lKht publii senior (loiir-yoar or iwre) 
institutions granted 1,1^11 associate dc^'rees. There were 183 associate 
decrees conferred by the IS independent senior institutions, and 
associate dep,rces awarded by seven independent ninior institutions. 

Of the total 3,36'1 assoc atc desrecs confer'-M, the largest percent- 
ape was in Nursini^ (k.N.), ..i.l percent of the total. Ihis was followed 
by percent of the total in Secretarial and Office M;ichine Trchnolotties, 
and 4.0 percent in Police, Law laiforceifcnt and Correction Technohniios. In 
1974-?S the largest perccntaf^e of associate decrees conferred wa5 also in 
Niirs.ni; (!^^^), with 39,5 percent of the total, followed bv Serrrlarial 
and Office Machr.e Tcchnolo^iics with 10,2 percent of t-.e trtal. Th-^ third 
largest i.'mber of de|;rccs awarded was 1,8 percen. in Policcand ^o':uil Work 
Technologies. 
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Bachelor's Degrees 

A total of 9,401 bachelor's degrees was awarded by Kentucky 
public institutions duri":' the 1975-76 fiscal year. There were 
2,377 bachelor's degree ,^nferred by Kentucky independent insti- 
tutions during the year. Of the total 1 1,778 degrees, 22.5 percent 
were in Education, 16.3 percent were in Business and Management, 
and 10,1 percent were in the Social Science'^ In 1974-75 the dis- 
ciplines with the largest percent of degrees conferred were also 
Education, Business and Management, and Social Sciences with 24.7 
percent, 16.2 percent and 11. 3 percent, respectively. 

Master's Degrees 

Kentucky's public institutions conferred 4,248 master's de- 
grees and Kentucky's independent institutions-^awarded 461 master's 
degrees in 1975-76, a total of 4,709. Of these, 61.4 percent were 
in Education, 5.6 percent were in Public Affairs and Services, and 
4.5 percent were in Business and Management. Comparative percent- 
ages from 1974-75 are 57.6 percent in Education, 8.4 p.' -ent in 
Public Affairs and Services, and 4.4 percent in Library Science. 
[Business and Management had 3.9 percent of the total in 1974-75.) 



Doctoral Degrees 

In 1975-76, 179 doctoral degrees were conferred at the University of 
Kentucky and the University of Louisville. Of the total, 14,5 percent 
'were in Education, 14.5 percent were in Social Sciences, and 12,3 percent 
were in Psychology. In 1974-75, 15.6 percent were i^ Education, 15.0 per- 
cent were in Social Sciences, and 12.3 percent were in Business and Man- 
agement. (Psychology had 1,9 percent of the total in 1974^75.) 

rirst-Professional Degrees 

First-professional degrees conferred in 1975-76 totaled 835. Of this 
total, 53,2 percent were in Law, 27,9 percent were in Medicine, 18.1 per- 
cent were in Dentistry, and 0.8 percent were in Pharmacy. In 1974-75, 54,7 
percent were in Law, 27.6 percent were in Medicine, 16,5 percent were in 
Dentistry, and 1,2 percent were in Pharmacy,
